Lois  and  Bill  Anderson,  Missionaries  in  Residence 

This  dynamic  duo  has  brought  many  wonderful  gifts  to  PC  this  year. 
Lois  and  Bill  have  very  different  backgrounds,  but  their  union  in 
marriage  has  led  them  to  a  life  in  serving  Christ's  church  overseas. 

Bill  is  originally  from  a  town  called  Assuit.  near  Alexandria,  Egypt.  He 
decided  to  become  a  third-generation  missionary  in  his  family 
upon  accepting  the  Lord  between  his  10th  and  11th  grade  years  of 
high  school.  He  went  to  college  in  Ohio,  and  then  went  on  to  Seminary 
at  Pittsburgh  Theological  Seminary.  He  was  called  to  do 
pastoral  counseling  and  youth  work  in  a  congregation  in  Beaver.  Penn- 
sylvania, where  he  met  Lois.  Lois  had  gone  to  school  at  Geneva  Col- 
lege, also  in  Pennsylvania.  As  Lois  jokingly  put  it,  "If  you  get  involved 
with  someone  in  the  congregation,  you  better  get  out  of  town!" 

The  couple  married  on  June  9.  1951.  They  were  assigned  to  the 
mission  field  and  went  to  Oklahoma  to  study  linguistics  in  order  to  pre- 
pare for  overseas  mission.  By  September  of  that  same  year,  the  two 
were  studying  Arabic  in  Cairo  Egypt.  They  went  to  South  Sudan  to  a 
town  on  the  White  Nile,  where  they  taught  junior  high  for  2  years. 

In  1955  they  began  a  5-year  stint  teaching  in  Bishop  Gwynne 
Theological  College,  a  theological  seminary  in  southern  Sudan.  They 
were  expelled  by  the  Muslim-run  government  and  they  went  to  Kenya 
as  a  partners  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Scotland.  There  they  spent 
time  at  St.  Paul's  United  Theological  College,  working  with  different 
churches  in  Nairobi,  Kenya.  They  stayed  12  years  there  until  the  civil 
war  in  Sudan,  which  had  been  the  reason  of  their  expulsion,  was  over. 
The  couple  returned  to  Sudan,  and  saw  a  war-ravaged  land.  Despite 
the  destruction,  the  church  in  that  area  had  grown  in  duiing  the  civil  war, 
and  now  the  large  group  needed  its  leaders  to  be  trained  theologically. 
Lois  and  Bill  built  a  Bible  school  and  trained  volunteer  evangelists. 
During  this  time.  Bill,  wanting  to  record  the  events  of  the  church  in  that 
part  of  the  world,  wrote  his  first  book.  The  Church  in  East  Africa.  1 840- 
1974.  They  worked  with  five  tribes  during  the  next  10  years,  teaching 
them  to  know  the  Bible  in  depth. 

War  broke  out  again  in  1983.  so  the  couple  moved  to  Khartoum, 
Sudan,  which  is  in  the  Sahara  Desert.  There  they  undertook  the  chal- 
lenge of  reviving  a  Bible  school  and  church,  training  leaders,  and  all 
the  while  doing  this  in  Arabic,  which  the  couple  hadn't  used  since 
1951.  In  1991  they  left  the  Bible  school  and  organized  the  Nile  Theo- 
logical College,  also  in  Khartoum.  They  stayed  in  Khartoum  until  the 
year  2000. 

Lois  and  Bill  had  children  while  they  were  serving  as  missionaries.  They 
take  great  pride  in  having  four  different  children  (two  daughters  and 
two  sons)  bom  in  four  different  countries:  Egypt,  Uganda,  Sudan,  and 
Kenya. 

In  June,  2000,  Bill  wrote  his  most  recent  book.  Day  of  Devastation, 
Day  of  Contentment.  The  couple  retired  in  mid-2000  and  have  been 
spending  time  with  presbyteries  in  Pennsylvania  and  South  Carolina. 
They  found  out  about  the  missionary-in-residence  position  through  a 
pastor  in  Columbia.  They  applied  through  the  chaplain's  office,  and  have 
been  with  us  all  year! 

While  serving  at  PC,  the  couple  has  taken  an  active  role  in  the  life 
of  campus  activities  and  academics.  They  have  been  frequent  partici- 
pants of  Westminister  Fellowship.  Lois  and  Bill  also  taught  a  class 
each  semester  -  Old  Testament  in  the  fall,  an  International  Mission  in 
the  spring. 

The  couple  celebrates  their  50th  wedding  anniversary  this  June. 
The  festivities  will  take  place  in  Ohio,  and  people  will  literally  come  from 
all  over  the  world  to  see  them:  Moreicco.  Pakistan.  Rome.  Uganda.  Oman, 
an  e\en  Mississippi.  Next  year,  they  plan  to  stay  in  Clinton  (guess  the 
town  grew  on  them!).  Bill  has  been  invited  to  go  back  to  Kenya  to  re- 
vise Day  of  Devastation  into  a  smaller  version  to  be  translated  to  Ara- 
bic. 

Thank  you,  Lois  and  Bill,  for  your  wonderful  life  of  service 
and  commitment  to  Christ,  that  we  might  be  inspired  by  the  examples 
you  have  set.

Celtic  Cross  is  a  leadership  program  sponsored  by  the  Presbyte- 
rian Church  through  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Spartanburg.  Dr.
